2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-48, the prior art of record fails to teach of a method or arrangement for 
managing packet queues in a switch having a limited primary memory and being 
connected to a larger secondary memory also including a number of queues. The 
closest reference, Robins et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,430,184), teaches of managing 
packet queues in a switch having two memories, dividing a data stream, and flow 
groups but fails to teach of the secondary memory being larger than the primary 
memory.
